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1. Claims 7-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the 
reply filed on February 22, 2005. 



2. The drawings are objected to because section line A-A of Fig. 2 should be 

labeled to reflect the figure where the section view is found (i.e. 3-3). In 

addition, the label for ''Fig. S"" should not be written in double lines and should 

match the other similar labels. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 

37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 

abandonment of the application. 

Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should

• Contrary to paragraphs 42 and 45, lines 14-14 and 17-17 are not found 
in the figures. In addition, there is only one line in Fig. 13. 

• On line 2 of paragraph 52, it appears that "4a'' should be -4-. 

• The last sentence (lines 10-13) of paragraph 53 appears to be missing 
something. Its meaning is unknown. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hsiao, 
et al. This terminal is pressed into a housing in a pressing direction A, and 
comprises a base with a press-in section 47 and a branch with a press-in 
section 45. The projecting distance of the base "b" is larger that the projecting 
distance ""a" of the branch. 



6. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art fails 
to show or teach a terminal having the claimed press-in sections on a plurality 
of branches. 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. The terminal of Sakurai, et al. comprises press-in 
sections on the base and branches.
